Sugar Cane Growers Cooper- 
ative of Florida produced 3,000 
tons less raw sugar than origi- 
nally estimated during the 
1994-95 harvest season due to 
the wet conditions in«Novem- 
ber and December, according to 
Media Relations Director Bar- 
bara Miedema. Temperatures 
which dropped to below freez- 
ing for more than three hours 
on Feb. 6, also adversely effect- 
ed the young cane and in some 
locations froze the terminal 
bud in already water-stressed 
fields of sugarcane, she added. 

"Despite these adversities, 
during the 147-day crop, the 
cooperative ground 2.6 million 
tons of cane grown on 63,000 
acres of our members' land 
producing 283,057 tons of raw 
sugar measured in short tons 
raw value," said Mrs.\Miede- 
ma. 

The cooperative also set a 
new record at the processing 
plant for grinding the most 
cane in a one-week period fol- 
lowing the February freéze. 
Last year, the cooperative had 
record production of harv: 


2.79 million tons of sugarcane”

GFC releases Cougars in hopes 


of restoring genetic variability 


Survival of the Florida panther 
subspecies depends on two female 
Texas cougars released into the 
wild in south Florida recently and 
six more to be released there in 
coming weeks. 

Tom Logan, head of wildlife 


* research for the Game and Fresh 


Water Fish Commission, said 
releasing the cougars into the area 
has been lost from the Florida cats. 
“More than a century of human 
development in panther habitat 
has isolated the Florida panther 
from other cougar subspecies,” Mr, 
Logan said. “That has caused in- 
breeding to occur and made it 
impossible for the cats to disperse 
out of or into the small panther 
population. We now know that 
eventually will lead to extinction if 
we don't intervene.” 

The two cats released recently, 
hopefully, will establish territories 
and mate with resident, male pan- 
thers. With each new generation, 
restored genetic variability will 
improve the health and survivabili- 
ty ofthe panther. ы

Scientists conducted extensive 
research and produced an environ- 
mental assessment and concluded 
that the best hope for saving the 
Florida panther from extinction 
was to restore the in-flow of lost 
genetic material from the western 
cougars, 
Also, the National Parks and 
Conservation Association offered a 
$12,000 grant to support transport- 
ing the westérn cats to Florida. 

All eight female congars were 
captured from the wild in western 
Texas and must be held in quaran- 
tine before release.

Panther Interagency Committee 
in an effort to save the panther 
from extinction.

На heard of a strange animal called the 
naked mole-rat? This East-African rodent is unique 
in many ways. 


About three to five inches long, the naked mole-rat 
is "naked" in that it has wrinkled, pink skin with 
only a few hairs. It has protruding front teeth 
which make it resemble something like a “pocket- 
sized walrus.” What do you think the big front 
teeth are for? They are used like chisels for 
tunneling underground. Naked mole-rats tunnel to 
find and eat large underground roots and tubers 
(tubers are large bulbs like potatoes,or turnips). 


The strangest thing
